The house committes on immigreation
i= not wholly satisfied with the informa-
tion it obtained in the eastern cities, nnd

formation and advieeastothe advisability
of requiving an educational gqualieation
for Immigrants, Thecommittee issnid to
have o mensure nearvly ready to repout
1o the house, but it is in some doubt as
to what it should do in the matter of
providing that persons coming into this

country shall be acoeplably educated.
It muy be doubted whether Chicago is
the best place in which to seck the de-

sired information. There is no city
in the country where the prejudics
aguinst foreigners is stronger wmong

the ¢lass of people from  whom the com-
mittee will obtain the most of its in-
formuation and advice,  But independent
of what the committee may learn there,
it may be said that public sentiment
will be favorable to legislation requiring
that persons coming into the country

shall have some cducation.  Nobody
would wmpprove of admitting peo-
ple  who  ecould not  read and
write, and on the other hand

no rensonnble man would ask that the
educational qualification of animmigrant
should be more than is necessary to en-
able him to read and understand the con-
stitution and laws of the country. Un-
questionably it is not desirable to admit
the absolutely illitegpte.  This elass, na-
tive and foreign, is quite lnrge enough
in the country already. But on the
other hand there i3 no necessity
for plucing the standuard of scholarship
g0 high that the most accoptable class of
foreigners will be kept out and the polit-
ical agitators abroad will have no difti-
culty in securing admission.  The ques-
tion of an eduentional quulifieation need
not be a diflieult one, and why the house
committee  should deem it pecessary
to go to Chicago  for information
and  advice is not  easy to un-
derstand.  All that is necessary s to
provide that persens coming into the
country shall be able to read and write
intelligibly in their own langunge, and
the committee certainly cannot need to
visit Chicago in order to learn this.

THE ORIGINAL PACKAGE ISSUE.

There was nvery instruetive discussion
in the United States senate Tuesday on
the bill of Senator Wilson of "lown to
allow states to prohibit the importation
of liguors. Thers is perhaps no subject
of more interest than this, if therve is any
of greater importance, before the peo-
ple of this country, and the epinions of
the leading men of congress on the gues-
tion will be regarvded with great con-
cern by the whole people, equally by
those who believe in prohibition and
those who sdvoente some other method
of regulating the liguor teaffic. As the
mutter stands there isa dillovonce of
opinion as to whether the decision of the
supreme court inthe “orviginul pnekage’
case goos to the extent of affecting all
legislution relating to the lig Lendtle,
that is, whether liconse or tux laws of o
stite ave vendered practically nugatory in
relation to liquors Imported into o state
and sold in the orviginal packages, The
opinion of the minority of the supremo
court certuinly is to tho effect that the
declsion goes to this extent, Ellll‘ the con-
sensus of publie opinion does not agr
with this view. On the contreary, it
held that the declsion does not interfore
with the right of the states to regulate
the liguor teaflle, and that o tax or
law, muking no discrimination

It Is fair to presyms that the business of
Nebraska 18 done ns o rule on ns choap a
money market as that of westeérn Iowa, and
it 15 not true of westorn Iowa that the rates
of interest among furmers, or in the tra ns-
nction of nny business of considerable vol-
ume, are aosthing ke those alleged us pre-
valling in Nebriska

It is easy to say sovero things of the banks,
for the simple fact that the banks do not cast
uinny votes; but it s only just to
the banks are “sapping the life blood of tho
state,™ ns Mre, Howe alleges, the fault s
primurily with the people whe huge permitted
themselves 10 be placed in so great straits.
Mr. Howe, by the way, is a corporation lave-
yer, nnd the farmers of Nobraska have so foe
exhibited a stronger disposition to get after
the corporations than they have to get aftor
the banks, It i3 a condition of thelr own
malcine if they are in the grasp of the money-
lenders.  That they are in the power of the
transportation compauies is a condition for
which they are not individually responsible,

Monoy-lenders, particilarly in the smaller
towns and where they deal in asmall way,
are not, as a rule, above taking all they can
oty and the greed of these moen ought to be
curbed, so fur that may be done under
statutory regulutions. It is a subject to
which the next leslslature may well give at-
tention, but that it is a question of such
prime importance as has been suggested moy
sufely bo doabted,

It is doubtless tege that the farmers of Ne-
brasla, as the fviors of Towa, of the Dako-

tas, und indeed of ull the states, have been
too rendy o go into needless debt. Prudent
lodns are not infrequently the best invest-

monts they ecan muake, but these should be
governed by business principles and  there-
fore made under conditions that permitof a
profit to the borrower. Nothing lins so been
in the way of the averaze farmer as his free-
dom in contracting debis.

It is true of most wen that they make their
money under some seet of compilsion. There
is only one business rule for theacenmnlation
of asurplus—anad that is the rule of keeping
oxpenditures safely within the limit of in-
vome. The averags man of whatever calling
is much surer to get on in the world by keep-
ing out of debt than by going into debt, Not
every man can keep ont of debt, or is {4 wise
for himto do so, but he might lkeep out of
debt, under all ordinary circumstanees, as to
his current expenses —-pim'h and get on, and
get on top.

Where one has adequate socurity to offer
therd is no lack of opportunity to  borrow
money. Precisely so is the opportunity tobuy
what one can get along without, und whut
5 nob really able to affordd. 1'hus unprofita-
ble and ruiupus investments are offored to
liim on every hand.  His safoly is iu not buy-
ing what ho can nobt pay for,

But all this ifnvolves a problem that each
individual ov each family must meet inde-
pendently;,  There are other things that
mist beomot  collectively, and just now in
Nuebraskn the transportation question is one
of those things, [t would be singular enongh
i the farmers of Nebruska wore not  much
more In dapngor of ruln thoough taxation
beyond their personal control than throngh
any self-bnposed incwmbrances,

The furmers of Nobraska ought to bhe the
potent power in the governmont of that state
wid therefore In the great work  of mnaklng
its lnws., That thoy are numerically strong
enough to do thisis indicated by the solicitude
of the pollticians in their bebuli,
